INTRODUCTORY NOTE 



This little book was in a measure suggested by Professor 
HempPs " Easiest German Reading^^ for in his Introduction 
he speaks of the advantage of selecting material already fa- 
miliar to the learner, " for example," he says, " nursery rimes 
or passages from the Bible." Instead, however, of taking 
passages from the Bible itself, it has seemed better to choose 
some of the Old Testament stories that are generally known, 
and I have therefore made selections from Wiedemann's 

,rSBie id^ tncinen SIcincn btc biblifd^en ©cfd^id^tcn criii^Ic.'' 

The stories are simple and direct, perfectly intelligible to 
children, and consequently the language of daily life ; at 
the same time the naivetk of the narration lends them a charm 
for all readers and affords some insight into the character of 
the religious teaching in Gprman homes and in the elementary 
schools. 

In the editorial work the Vocabulary not only aims to be 
complete, but refers the inflected forms of pronouns to the 
proper nominative, and the preterit and past participle forms 
of strong verbs, in the first two stories, to their infinitives. 
Translation can thus be undertaken as soon as the rudiments 
of inflection and word-order have been presented, the first 
story with the large number of ordinary names of animals and 
objects affording excellent drill upon the declension of nouns. 
But the purpose of the book is not primarily to afford material 
for translation nor for grammatical drill. Both exercises are 
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valuable and I do not believe that it is advisable to discard 
entirely the former nor to neglect the latter, but I do believe 
that with them should be associated constant and well di- 
rected practice in the actual use of the language. To this 
end questions, which in the first two stories are followed by 
their answers, are printed at the foot of each page. They 
are based directly upon the text and the answers should al- 
ways involve a restatement of the question, or be a complete 
sentence. The idea has been to ask such questions, espe- 
cially in the later stories, that the pupil will be obliged to 
study the text carefully in order to answer them. The thought 
has also been to make these questions suggestive rather than 
exhaustive. Sometimes written and sometimes oral answers 
may be prepared, and such work will be a basis for further 
questions, which the teacher can put and the pupil will en- 
joy answering off-hand. Later new words may be explained 
in German or a free reproduction of the text be demanded. 
In this way the greater part of the instruction will not be a 
discussion in English about the facts of German grammar, 
but actual practice in the use of the language itself. The 
questions asked by the teacher may readily be framed to 
illustrate and emphasize any grammatical principle under 
consideration. Every such principle, whether stated in Eng- 
lish or in German, should be made perfectly clear and should 
then be used till the foreign order, idiom or word becomes 
perfectly natural to the pupil, till, if I may use a favorite 
phrase of Professor Alois Brandl's, it is turned „itl^ S^cifd^ unb 
Slut.'' Should this book contribute in any degree to that 
end I shall feel that my work is well rewarded.
